Legal Deceit 

More evidence proves OC prosecutor hoodwinked 
grand jury for indictments in bizarre Newport Beach 

blackmail case 



A sad fact of life is that normally 
decent people occasionally 
commit horrific acts. It’s an 
even worse scenario when people 
with government power transgress— 
say, when prosecutors in the Orange 
County district attorney’s (OCDA) 
office try to put innocent citizens in 
prison. You would think this observa¬ 
tion was hyperbolic gobbledygook if 
you hadn’t been paying attention. 

But faithful readers of the Weekly 
know, for example, the names James 
Ochoa, Joshua Moore, Shantae Molina 
and Arthur Carmona, regular people 
plucked from 
their regular lives 
by agents of our 
criminal-justice 
system, then tossed 
into a very real 
hell. Each was 
wrongly conviction 
of or charged with 
serious felonies 
because of knee- 
jerk acceptance of 
incompetent police 
work and callous 
indifference to exculpatory evidence. 

In the Ochoa case, prosecutors dis¬ 
missed as irrelevant the fact that DNA left 
at a Buena Park crime scene belonged to a 
different man who was, we later learned, 
the guilty, career criminal. With Moore, 
prosecutors asserted that his fondness 
of writing gangster-rap rhymes on his 
schoolwork morphed him into an armed 
robber; the Lakewood teen’s only real 
crime was liking hip-hop and hanging out 
with black people. In the Molina case, a 
prosecutor allowed a deputy to brazenly 
lie under oath about key forensic evi¬ 
dence. In Carmona’s case, witnesses to a 
robbery didn’t finger the innocent youth 
as the perpetrator, but they changed their 
minds after Costa Mesa cops forced the 
16-year-old to wear the Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers cap left behind by the robber. 

It’s necessary to recount those traves¬ 
ties because local prosecutors are in the 
process of enshrining two more names 
in their embarrassing screwup list: Jim 
Toledano and Michael Roberts. 

You may not care that Toledano, 
once chairman of the Orange County 
Democratic Party, and Roberts, a one¬ 
time Corona del Mar fitness trainer and 
rare-cactus supplier for the county’s 
ultra-wealthy, are charged in a Newport 
Beach extortion case involving impo¬ 
tence, adultery, love letters, betrayal, 
high society and a suitcase loaded with 
$350,000. Perhaps you can’t empathize 
because you don’t know these men, or 
because it’s not you who’s facing prison 
for crimes that you didn’t commit. You 


might even assume that trial judges can 
be trusted to prevent miscarriages of 
justice, although they failed to do so in 
the previously mentioned cases. 

I first wrote about the charges 187 weeks 
ago based largely on what was then avail¬ 
able: the government’s spin on events. Most 
commonly, that’s the only side reporters 
hear before a trial. While later double¬ 
checking details, however, problems with 
the prosecution’s blackmail case arose, 
including contradictory statements from 
the key witness, suspicious records, ignored 
exculpatory facts, nonsensical assumptions, 
a premature police sting and a gross manip¬ 
ulation of the grand jury process. 

Senior Assistant District Attorney 
Rebecca Olivieri, who is prosecuting 
Toledano and Roberts, has a history of 
winning grand jury indictments by keep¬ 
ing relevant facts away from the all-citi¬ 
zen panel. That’s not just my view; that’s 
the view of three Republican-appointed 
state appellate justices. 

In May 2011, justices David G. Sills, 
William F. Rylaarsdam and Eileen C. 
Moore dismissed Oliviera’s felony perjury 
charge against Susan McGill, an assistant 
superintendent for the Capistrano Unified 
School District. The prosecutor’s stance- 
one, by the way, formally supported by her 
boss, District Attorney Tony Rackauckas— 
was that she is legally entitled to block the 
grand jury from hearing, as the justices

observed, “highly relevant testimony” that 
would undermine her case. 

The justices were not amused. 

“[Oliviera’s view] betrays an assump¬ 
tion that the purpose of the grand jury 
proceeding was to obtain an indictment 
against McGill instead of fairly sorting out 
whether there was probable cause to indict 
McGill for perjury,” they declared in a stern, 
bombshell ruling. “In fact, [her position] 
reveals an unstated ‘ham sandwich’ prem¬ 
ise, namely that grand juries are and should 
be the rubber stamps of prosecutors.... 
[The grand jurors] were entitled to have the 
chance to consider [exculpatory evidence].” 


To emphasize their concern, the jus¬ 
tices drove home the point to the OCDA: 
“Grand jury procedure must not revert 
back to the point where to be indicted is 
to be practically convicted. Our Legisla¬ 
ture has provided protections against that 
sort of thing. Those protections were not, 
however, followed [against McGill].” 

The justices didn’t know at the time of 
the McGill ruling that Oliviera had a year 
earlier also tricked a different grand jury 
to win all the charges she wanted against 
Toledano and Roberts.

Two of my prior criticisms must be 
repeated here to appreciate newly discov¬ 
ered exculpatory evidence: Oliviera’s key 
grand jury witness, lawyer Paul Roper, 
testified that Toledano and Roberts had no 
legitimate civil complaint against his ultra- 
wealthy clients, Dick and Priscilla Marconi, 
and thus their demand for a $350,000 out- 
of-court settlement was extortion. Never 
mind that Toledano stated in writing a 
clear basis of a potential lawsuit based on 
Priscilla’s alleged harassment campaign 
that Roberts says cost him lucrative cactus 
sales with the county’s upper crust. 

You can’t get a more biased witness: 
Roper isn’t just the alleged extortion 
victims’ private lawyer, but he’s also 
their longtime business partner. Oliviera 
allowed the grand jury to hear only his 
side of a May 2008, Newport Beach law- 
office meeting with Toledano that is the 
basis of the charges. 

It’s not just that Roper has given contra¬ 
dictory versions of events. He also misled 
the grand jury when, with Oliviera’s prod¬ 
ding, he claimed that Toledano’s conduct 
wasn’t recognizable as aboveboard legal 
work. Roper testified he didn’t know of 
any case in which a civil attorney sought a 
financial settlement prior to filing a lawsuit. 
Though the act happens thousands of times 
each day throughout the nation, he assured 


the grand jury—most of them elderly, 
retired folks who’ve been approved for ser¬ 
vice by sheriff’s deputies—it never happens. 

In the 1980s, Jessica Hahn, a church sec¬ 
retary for televangelist Jim Bakker of Praise 
the Lord (PTL) network infamy, claimed 
she had been raped and sought a $265,000 
out-of-court settlement. (It was a big, 
national scandal back in the day.) The man 
who represented Hahn and won the settle¬ 
ment by threatening to file a lawsuit: Roper. 

It gets worse. 

Now, the defense has discovered that 
Oliviera possessed but kept secret from the 
grand jury Roper’s handwritten notes he 
made while meeting Toledano. Surely coin¬ 
cidentally, the notes help destroy her case. 
Her key witnesses’ record nearly matches 
Toledano’s notes, and there’s no indication 
of extortion. In fact, Roper began his notes 
with “Lost income, [cactus] plants for job.” 
Toledano’s own notes for the same por¬ 
tion of the meeting read, “Loss [to Roberts 
caused by Priscilla Marconi’s alleged derog¬ 
atory gossip] $350,000.” 

Yet, Oliviera won indictments by assert¬ 
ing all the evidence proved Toledano 
committed extortion on Roberts’ behalf 
because he never voiced to Roper a legiti¬ 
mate legal cause of action against Priscilla. 

“Not allowing the grand jury to see that 
evidence was materially and profoundly 
prejudicial and a clear violation of Tole¬ 
dano’s constitutional rights to a fair 
hearing,” wrote Toledano attorney David 
E. Swanson in a brief filed this week in 
Orange County Superior Court. “That 
indictment, based on testimony that com¬ 
pletely misrepresented the actual facts of 
the case, should be set aside.” 

Given that it’s unlikely Oliviera will 
surrender, the decision to do the right 
thing is now up to Orange County Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge David A. Hoffer, a 
former Assistant United States Attorney. 
Hoffer’s an honorable man. But if he 
allows the DA’s office to proceed, let’s 
hope that an alert jury is smart enough to 
not send two innocent men to prison after 
a scheduled April trial.

A waiter pours coffee into his mug. Meyers is a troquero at the Port of Long Beach, one of the busiest in the world, and 
the focal point of the multibillion-dollar trucking industry in Southern California, the profession that keeps nearly every busi¬ 
ness in the region humming. He’s speaking through a translator at Blackbird Cafe in Long Beach—Meyers’ English 
is decent, but, he says, he’s much more comfortable telling his story in Spanish. And telling his story 
is already dangerous. (“Adolfo Meyers” is a pseudonym, but his real name has 
appeared in previous stories about port truck drivers.) » continued on page 12

“Everyone becomes so afraid to speak 
up because they can fire us,” says Meyers. 
“I’m always afraid, but I have to speak up. 
It’s my money; they’re stealing my money.” 

He leases a big rig with Carson-based 
Shippers Transport Express, moving 
“short haul” loads—deliveries within 
Southern California. But the Mexico 
native isn’t technically an employee of 
Shippers; as an independent contractor, 
his truck is considered a moving and rum¬ 
bling small business. Meyers has to cover 
the truck’s lease, trucking insurance, 
maintenance and diesel, all of which, he 
says, Shippers deducts from his paycheck. 
His pay is determined by how many hauls 
he can take per day from the port to the 
cargo’s intended location and back. Stuck 
in traffic, or a long wait to load or unload, 
problems endemic to trucking? Tough. 

“Now, when I stop working for a com¬ 
pany, I don’t take my truck; I take my vest. 
The company keeps everything,” Meyers 
says. (As of press time, Shippers did not 
respond to requests for an interview.) “All 
the money we invested in the truck, the 
lease payments—things have gotten worse 
in the past five years. We’re earning 
wages that we used to get 20 to 30 years 
ago. Right now, we’re paying to work. The 
little money that we do earn is just barely 
enough to get by.” 

If Meyers grosses $2,300 one week, 
after the deductions, what he takes home 
is around $900 to $1,000; on that take- 
home amount, he still has to pay taxes 
at the end of the year. On top of that, he 
says, any repairs to the truck must be per¬ 
formed by a company mechanic. “If I took 
it to another mechanic,” he says, “they 
would probably fire me.” 

Meyers is a part of the port’s under¬ 
ground economy, or the shadow economy, 
terms used by Teamsters and labor activ¬ 
ists to describe the port’s dirty secret: a 
system of employment that designates 
truckers as independent contractors so 
the port’s trucking companies can avoid 
paying truck costs, taxes, benefits, work¬ 
ers’ compensation and hourly rates yet 
essentially ties said truckers to one com¬ 
pany as though they are indentured ser¬ 
vants. It’s a controversy that has plagued 
the port’s trucking industry for the past 30 
years, pinning unions desperate to tap into 
a potential membership pool of thousands 
against an industry that will do anything 
possible to make sure this day never 
comes, with the independent contrac¬ 
tors—who, by law, aren’t allowed to union¬ 
ize, let alone strike—stuck in the middle. 

Some labor activists have even dubbed 
the independent-contractor system as 
“labor laundering.” These terms, con¬ 
cepts and narratives conjure up a grand 
image of a silent workforce sneaking 
through the ports, unnoticed and uncared 
for. Trucking companies, on the other 
hand, tell drivers they have a great oppor¬ 
tunity to run their own businesses if they 
sign up as independent contractors. 

“From the very beginning, they made 
us believe we were our own independent 
companies,” Meyers says. “Back then, we 


had our own trucks and had a little bit 
more control over who we worked for. 

But in reality, the ones who always had 
the control over our work, our wages, 
really everything, were the companies. 

“The company decides what truck 
you’re going to rent,” he adds, “what time 
you’re going to work, and what dates 
you’re going to start. I finish working 
every day between 1 and 3 a.m. I start at 
3 or 4 p.m. We have to be there the latest 
by 4 p.m. because if we don’t, they might 
not get us a truck. But by 10 a.m., I have 
to wake up and call the office to see if 
they’re going to have work for me.” 

And if he refuses a “bad” load—cargo 
hauls that pay low rates yet take a long 
travel time—he’s not given any more work 
that day. 

The controversy is now big enough that 
state and federal investigators are taking 
a much closer look at the port trucking 
industry’s use of independent contrac¬ 
tors. Plus, they’ve raised the amount of 
fines that entities will pay if they are 
found guilty of what they call “misclas- 
sification,” or treating independent 
contractors as employees with none of 
the benefits, which labor activists say is 
endemic at the port. 

Meyers claims that if he were his own 
independent company, he would be 


able to take his truck to any company he 
wanted, shop around, and set his own 
schedule. But that’s not his current reality. 

“I once asked Shippers if I could take 
the truck somewhere else to work, and 
they said no,” he says. “There comes a 
time at work where you haven’t been 
appreciated or properly compensated, 
and you’re being humiliated.” 


T rucking companies have standard 
responses for the claims Meyers and 
others make. Drivers sign a contract 
that spells everything out. Companies 
lease workers an expensive truck, usually 
valued in the six figures. Not bringing 
home enough money because of a tre¬ 
mendous amount of overhead is a com¬ 
mon struggle among small businesses. If 
truckers are not prepared for these issues, 
then wouldn’t it make sense for them to 
try another profession or find a job some¬ 
where else? 

“We have a problem when companies 
are harassed or targeted unjustifiably 
simply because they use independent 
contractors,” California Trucking Asso¬ 
ciation vice president Michael Shaw told 
the Los Angeles Business Journal in Octo¬ 
ber 2012. In that article, Shaw and others 
in the trucking industry claimed that 


“regulators are investigating on behalf of 
the Teamsters’ union.” Many truckers say 
they believe the trucking companies treat 
them as though they are not free to make 
independent decisions that any small 
business can make. “These guys came in 
looking to lease a truck, and they knew 
what we offered,” Shippers’ general man¬ 
ager Kevin Baddeley is quoted as saying. 
“If they wanted a job with benefits, work¬ 
ing eight hours a day, they should have 
applied for a job.” 

But there are next-to-no full-time 
trucking jobs left at the port. The roots 
of this debate date back 30 years, when 
then-President Ronald Reagan deregu¬ 
lated the port-trucking industry. Many 
of the truckers who were unionized 
were forced out by the competition, and 
new companies were allowed to move 
into the port and operate at lower costs 
by using independent contractors. It 
became a cutthroat industry, but one in 
which independent contractors could 
still achieve a lower-middle-class salary. 
Then, in January 2012, the port banned 
all trucks that didn’t meet the Federal 
Clean Truck Emissions Standards as part 
of the Clean Truck Program—a process 
that had been staggered since 2009. 
Thousands of independent truckers with 
their own vehicles who couldn’t afford 
new ones or modifications to their old 
trucks were out of work, placing them at 
the mercy of trucking companies, who 
now had a glut of applicants for both 
full-time employment and independent- 
contractor status. 

Last year, Governor Jerry Brown 
signed Senate Bill 459, labeled by the 
trucking industry as the “Job Killer Bill.” 
It prohibits the willful misclassification 
of independent contractors—a move that 
identifies the state’s recognition of the 
problem. For each violation, the fine is 
$5,000 to $15,000; if there is a pattern 
of practice, then the fine escalates to 
$20,000 to $25,000 per violation. Plus, 
the Department of Labor under the 
Obama administration has beefed up the 
number of investigators who respond to 
willful misclassification claims. 

The new law seems to have reinvigo¬ 
rated the Teamsters, which has strat- 
egized for decades on how to get inde¬ 
pendent drivers to speak as one voice, to 
reach out to the trucking community. In 
August, the Teamsters-backed commu¬ 
nity/labor coalition Change to Win, along 
with members of Teamsters Local 848, 
leafletted at the port about a September 
meeting, where labor lawyers, members 
of the Department of Industrial Relations, 
and Teamsters would be present to tell 
the troqueros of their rights. 

Coral Itzcalli, local spokesperson for 
Change to Win, dressed in an orange 
vest, flagged down trucks roaring into the 
port. “We don’t need to tell [the drivers] 
they’re misclassified,” she said. “They 
know it. But what do you do about it?” 


rganizers were on the lookout for 
company moles, as independent con¬ 
tractors gathered for the September 
meeting in the Teamsters Local 848 hall 
off Cherry Avenue in Long Beach. Many 
of the contractors were apprehensive 
about attending the meeting, as SB 459

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prohibits them from unionizing. Most 
of the 70 or so truckers present were 
Latinos; they sat in chairs under large 
portraits of Martin Luther King Jr., Cesar 
Chavez and Jimmy Hoffa. The speakers 
spoke in Spanish and defined for the tro- 
queros terms such as misclassification and 
the differences between an independent 
contractor and an employee. 

“[The trucking industry] picked the 
right group of workers—an immigrant 
group who comes to the United States 
with the idea of prosperity,” says Itzcalli, 
who was born in South LA. “Everyone 
comes here looking for the American 
dream, and [trucking companies] sell 
them this idea that they’re going to own 
their own business. ‘You’re going to have 
your own truck; you’re going to work 
when you want to work—the hours you 
want. If you work hard, you’re going to 
make a lot of money.’” 

After the meeting, truckers were 
encouraged to present their tax informa¬ 
tion and pay stubs to try to document 
whether they are, in fact, employees and 
not independent contractors. “We know 
what the companies are doing is illegal,” 
Itzcalli claims. “We know they’re misclas- 
sified. The drivers have the proof in their 
check stubs and taxes.” 

The IRS has been investigating larger 
businesses for such violations, and the 
agency has collected a considerable 
sum of money. “Critics call the practice 
misclassification, and it’s become a top 
priority for the Labor Department under 
the Obama administration,” accord¬ 
ing to a recent CBS report. “In 2011, 
the department collected more than 
$5 million in back wages on behalf of 
about 7,800 employees who had been 
misclassified—a 500 percent increase 
over the amount collected in 2008. They 
have hired 300 additional investigators 
to probe complaints.” 

California state investigators are vague 
as to whether they’re specifically target¬ 
ing the port’s trucking companies. “It’s 
not a question I can answer in a blanket 
way,” says Julie Su, labor commissioner 
for California’s Division of Labor Stan¬ 
dards Enforcement (DLSE). She has 
fought on behalf of disenfranchised 
workers for years, receiving a MacArthur 
“genius grant” in 2001, and was named 
as one of the “Pioneers In Women’s His¬ 
tory” by Bill Clinton. 

To truly answer whether or not truck¬ 
ing companies are willfully misclassifying 
drivers depends on the circumstances 
of specific employment relationship, she 
says. “It appears from the investigations 
we have done that the factors speak to 
potential misclassification. Drivers are 
not engaged in a distinct occupational 
business_They have very little con¬ 

trol over their working conditions and 
choices, whether they can work for dif¬ 
ferent motor carriers or not. It appears 
that in the agreement they sign, they are 
tied to a certain company. Their relation¬ 
ships are not temporary. Many drivers 
drive for a number of years or decades.”

She emphasized that the DLSE was 
not targeting the port trucking industry. 
And in an effort to not malign any spe¬ 
cific entities during the investigation, Su 
wouldn’t elaborate on the companies her 
team was investigating, but she noted that 
misclassification is widespread across 
America’s labor spectrum, from construc¬ 
tion sites to farmlands to carwashes to 
hospitality services at hotels. 

As to whether the port trucking indus¬ 
try is taking advantage of Latino workers 
as the Teamsters have claimed, Su didn’t 
want to jump to conclusions. “Often¬ 
times what happens is that independent 
contractor relationships are modified by 
some kind of actual contract,” she says. 

“If that contract is written in a language 
that the contractor can’t read, in compe¬ 
tent legal language they can’t understand, 
that makes the contract more suspect.” 

But Su does get angered by workplace 
retaliation. Truckers who spoke to the 
Weekly for this story insist companies will 
blackball them or fire them for talking to 
Teamsters or the Department of Labor. 

Su related a case in which a driver had 
spoken to the DLSE and noticed he was 
getting fewer and fewer jobs from his com¬ 
pany. Her office contacted his bosses and 
informed them they were engaging in ille¬ 
gal retaliation; the driver got his job back. 
“It’s easier to mask retaliation when some¬ 
one is considered an independent contrac¬ 
tor who is hired by the load,” she says. “I 
have found that in my investigation, we can 
often uncover those kinds of excuses.” 

This is part of the DLSE’s larger goal: 
to make sure drivers who voice their con¬ 
cerns about labor conditions are protected. 
And Su says dozens of Port of Long Beach 
truckers have filed wage claims over mis¬ 
classification, demanding minimum wage 
and overtime and questioning several 
deductions from their checks. 


I n 2011, trucker Romeo Garcia accused 
Gardena-based Seacon Logix Inc. of 
unauthorized deductions and requested 
reimbursements for truck leases, fuel, 
insurance and vehicle maintenance in the 
amount of $31,689.50. A hearing was con¬ 
ducted on Nov. 16 of that year at the Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Industrial Relations 
in downtown Long Beach. Garcia said 
that he had signed an agreement with the 
trucking company and understood pay¬ 
ments would be deducted for the lease 
and other expenses, but, he argued, he 
was swayed by the defendant, who told 
him he would “make a lot of money.” 

Representatives for Seacon Logix 
argued that Garcia shouldn’t be con-

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sidered an employee because he was 
allowed to turn down dispatched jobs, 
decide on his own routes and schedule, 
and could take the truck home if he had 
a safe place to park it, even though the 
lease was registered under Seacon. The 
defense also claimed it offered to find a 
Spanish interpreter to help Garcia under¬ 
stand the contract. 

But Garcia rebutted that he was denied 
an interpreter and wasn’t allowed to 
turn down jobs. In order to take time 
off, he testified, Garcia would have to 
explain himself to Seacon’s dispatch¬ 
ers and that if “he didn’t do as [Seacon] 
wanted, he would not get any loads or the 
office would ‘lose’ the keys to the truck,” 
according to case documents. The labor 
commissioner found in favor of Garcia, 
who was awarded more than what he 
asked for: $35,814, which included penal¬ 
ties. Seacon Logix is currently trying to 
appeal the decision; the company refused 
any further comment. 

“Misclassification removes the normal 
protections,” Su says, “that employees 
are supposed to be guaranteed under 
law: worker’s compensation, minimum 
wage, overtime. I think too often that 
entities have kept everything the same 
about their operation, but they once 
had employees and converted them 
to contractors to cut cost. It’s bad for 
employees, it’s bad for the competitors, 
and it cheats the public out of millions 
of dollars a year because they’re not 
paying taxes.” 

Several critics of the ruling and mis¬ 
classification lawsuits say the truckers do 
not have to sign such contracts with the 
trucking companies, a stance Su scoffs at. 

“I reject the notion that we should 
blame hardworking people for the abuse 
they might suffer from the people who 
break the law,” she says. “That’s not the 
way our legal system is structured; that’s 
not the way our labor laws work.” 


C harles Criddell’s open and confident 
approach to talking about his experi¬ 
ence as a port trucker and a member 
of the underground economy is living 
proof of what truckers once had and 
what they currently face. The 59-year- 
old showed up in a Corvette for an inter¬ 
view for this story at a baseball field in 
Corona, where children were practicing 
their batting. 

“I’m one of these kind of guys,” says 
Criddell over the crack of the baseball bat. 
“I don’t feel like I have to stay anywhere. 
When the opportunity knocks, I move.” 

His entrepreneurial spirit has caused 
him to jump into many different busi¬ 
nesses. In 1979, Criddell started driving 
a truck for Shell Oil in Wilmington as an 
employee with benefits. After being laid 
off, he found a job with Lucky Supermar¬ 
kets and joined the Teamsters. He went 
to a couple of other trucking companies 
over 16 years as a union driver. But in 
the 1990s, he stopped trucking, switched 
careers and decided to work in real 


estate. “Am I going to make $400 to $500 
a day—or am I going to make $5,000?” he 
asks rhetorically. 

On his right hand is a ring worthy of 
a Super Bowl victory, a souvenir from 
his onetime travel business. Criddell 
says he made good money in real estate 
until the market crashed, and he decided 
to re-enter trucking. At the time, most 
companies required drivers to have three 
consecutive years under their belts, so he 
tried to work at the ports of Long Beach 
and Los Angeles as an independent con¬ 
tractor. “I established the mindset of get¬ 
ting paid off your efforts,” Cridell says. 
“So whatever I put in, I would get out... 

. I never wanted to put myself in a situa¬ 
tion where I worked by the hour.” 

He believed that as an independent 
contractor, money would come in, that it 
all depended on his work ethic. The first 
company he worked for was Fox Trans¬ 
portation in Rancho Cucamonga. “To be 
perfectly honest with you,” Criddell says, 
“I did well. I started in July 2009, and by 
July 2010,1 grossed $208,000. In 2011,1 
grossed $108,000.” 

Criddell opens a folder and starts leaf¬ 
ing through some paperwork. Criddell 
shows me his “Non-Sleeper” Vehicle 
Lease Agreement, a statement outlin¬ 
ing deduction details, and a copy of 
his Independent Motor Carrier Agree¬ 
ment from Fox Transportation. While 
$208,000 sounds like a lot of money, 
the amount Criddell says actually went 
“in his pocket” was $60,000 to $70,000. 
Though it sounds like a good living, 
he says, he had to work more than the 
legal limit to make his desired income; 
18-hour days on five hours of sleep were 
the norm. 

“But I had to work that way in order 
to make the income,” Criddell says. 
“Because [port companies] dictate what 
you get paid for each load.... Even 
though they want to call you an indepen¬ 
dent contractor, you can’t go in there and 
say, ‘I don’t want to do this run for $200.’ 

... You could negotiate that deal if you 
were truly an independent worker.” 

Fox Transportation’s lease agreement 
stipulates the lessee can sublease the 
truck to another driver. But it also says 
the lessee has the right to take the truck 
to other companies, though before doing 
so, the lessee needs to take out a separate 
insurance policy. 

While Criddell doesn’t dispute any¬ 
thing in the contract, he maintains that 
to actually work for other companies was 
nearly impossible. “What made it difficult 
was that they said you could go out and 
do other work,” Criddell says, “but before 
you can do that, you have to do 10 or 12 
of their loads.... That meant you would 
have to work day and night.” 

Criddell no longer works for Fox 
Transportation or as an independent 
driver. He believes he was “fired,” 
because the company thought he was 
talking to Teamsters and the labor board. 
Fox Transportation declined to comment. 

“It’s not about the money with me,” 
Criddell says. “It’s about the principle. 
This needs to be changed,” he says. “I 
know that in order for this to change, cer¬ 
tain people need to step forward.... What 
they’re doing is unjust, and they need to 
be put on notice.”

Tofu or Not Tofu 

Soy Tofu in La Palma serves soft tofu soup to warm your bones

I t’s cold out. Rainy, in fact. The wind 
pricks at your face as though made of 
daggers of ice, and you can’t remem¬ 
ber the last time your toes moved. What 
you crave is what you want every winter: 
soft tofu soup, or soondubu. The anti¬ 
dote. The cure. 

This soup—what’s perhaps the best- 
known Korean dish after barbecue—is 
the food equivalent to warm socks, a 
crackling fireplace and a cozy robe rolled 
into one. As is the custom at all Korean 
restaurants that specialize in it, Soy Tofu 
in La Palma gives it to you boiling-hot in 
a heavy-gauge iron cauldron. And it’s not 
just boiling; it’s sputtering like the riv¬ 
ers of hell. The minute the soup comes 
out, you crack an egg into it, spooning 
the silken slips of soy custard to bury 
the yolk so it will eventually poach to a 
soft-boiled state. In the meantime, you 
sip and slurp, the curds disintegrating in 
your mouth, washed away by spoonfuls 
of the chile-red soup. Your core tem¬ 
perature immediately inches up from 
hypothermia. You dribble a little of the 
elixir to soak into a bowl of rice, take a 
few more nibbles of the complimentary 
side dishes called panchan, helping your¬ 
self to jiggly chap chae noodles here, a 
refreshing potato salad there, and then, a 
bracing hit of garlicky kimchi to finish. 

Soy Tofu is a bona fide hole-in-the- 
wall. What constitutes a private banquet 
area is designated by the placement of 
a fold-out room divider behind a single 
table near the corner. The chairs on one 
half of the restaurant do not match the 
chairs on the other. On the plain, white 
walls are a few framed glamour shots of 
dishes offered here. And in the middle 
of the space, there are inexplicable lamp 


poles you imagine Gene Kelly might 
dance around during a downpour. Oth¬ 
erwise, the restaurant is as blank as the 
sheets of copy paper it uses as place 
mats. Yet this is still one of the better 
soondubu purveyors in OC. 

While other joints will give you only 
two shrimp per soup, Soy Tofu includes 
at least four. Eaters can customize the 
spiciness level, but the base broth is 
already so savory even those who order 
“white” are in for a treat. The variety 
and the quality of the panchan is each

as generous as it’s exemplary. At least 
nine offerings constitute the norm on 
most evenings. The side dishes rotate, 
but if you’re lucky, you’ll find among 
them square swatches of pajeon, chewy, 
almost-elastic pancakes made of flour 
and egg with veins of scallions running 
through them. 

The woman who single-handedly 
caters to a full house on some nights 
is always in a chipper mood, no mat¬ 
ter how busy she gets, a whirlwind of 
hospitality and warmth. Bring a toddler, 
and she’ll pinch his cheeks. Finish off 
a panchan plate, she’ll offer you more. 
Order the dol dot bibimbap, and she’ll 
mix it for you tableside using a spoon 
to mash the rice, vegetables and raw 
cracked egg against the hot stone pot 


until it sizzles to a crisp. And when she 
finally comes out with the soondubu, 
she’ll do it cooing, “Be careful! This is 
very hot!” 

You shouldn’t just order the soondu- 
bus. The combos add a Korean barbecue 
dish to the soups for a few bucks more. 
The bulgogi is served sizzling on a cast- 
iron skillet with sliced onions and is so 
completely sweetened by its marinade it 
causes instantaneous cavities. But there’s 
also spicy pork, chicken and kalbi so ten¬ 
der it can be cut with a spoon. 

Another trip and the help of a few 
friends is required to attempt the non- 
soondubu dishes. The best has to be 
the kalbi-jim, a stew pot of immense 
proportions containing intensely fla¬ 
vored, slow-cooked boulders of beef 
short ribs, jujubes, carrots, hazelnuts 
and chewy cylinders of rice cake mired 
in a slowly thickening broth redolent 
of black pepper. Also try the haemul 
pajeon, a seafood pancake the diameter 
of a hubcap studded with pieces of 
clam meat, shrimp and squid. Eat the 
wedges quickly, though—the crispiness 
is fleeting. 

Save the oddest dish, tonkatsu pizza, 
for a night when you intend to get seri¬ 
ous about the Hite beer. This gigantic, 
breaded pork cutlet sprinkled with typi¬ 
cal pizza toppings of melted mozzarella, 
mushrooms and bell peppers is perhaps 
too much when you’re sober and craving 
the simple nourishment of soondubu.

P erhaps no shopping plaza in Orange 
County is more Mexican than the one 
occupying the southwest corner of Bristol 
Street and McFadden Avenue in Santa Ana. 

It's an area anchored by a Northgate Gonzalez 
Market and chockablockwith the businesses 
essential to a Mexican immigrant's life: a torti- 
lleria ; birrieria ; shady medical clinics; immigra¬ 
tion lawyers; a doughnut shop in which viejitos 
gossip the day away; gummy, coin-operated 
rides for kiddies; money-wiring services; and 
more clothing stores than any working-class 
block could ever possibly need. 

And there's a swap meet, of course, called, 
appropriately enough, the Bristol Swap Mall. 
It's nowhere near the best Latino swap meet in 
la naranja, but has an adjoining saving grace: 
the Bristol Food Court, a long hallway of stalls 
that face one another, with tables down the 
middle. These tables are packed with families 
from morning until night, each chomping on 
whatever they might want on a particular visit, 
and the Bristol Food Court is a microcosm of 
what Mexicans really want to eat. There's Chi¬ 
nese food in the form of Hons Wok; it's pass¬ 
able, although its pho beats any other dish 
not named orange chicken. May's Ice Cream 
and Juice sells what its title advertises, but it's 
more accurately a Mexican snack shop, with 
most families ordering a plate of tostilocos, the 
nachos-on-steroids from Tijuana that's slowly 
infiltrating Southern California. Mariscos El 
Camaron Loco sells seafood; Pacific Bakery 
stocks wedding and quinceanera cakes] 

South Coast Pizza has an outpost here; all 
three gamely serve their function. 

Then there are the three stalls that 
deserve their own restaurants. Taqueria La 
Fiesta lines up balls of masa nearthe counter 
so it can make fresh corn tortillas upon order. 
Their tacos are large and fine, but far better 
is their barbacoa—not Hidalgo-style, like so 
much of what's offered in SanTana, but estilo 
Texcoco, which finds the lamb barbacoa 
stringier, softer, better per the legendary 
tradition of the central Mexico state. El Polio 
Amigo specializes in grilled chicken, but its 
real specialty is Guerrero plates—awesome 
pozole verde, radiant pipian smothered over 
silky chicken breast and leg, and gargantuan 
chicken tamales wrapped in banana leaves; 
a typical one, once unfolded in the origami 
that is the steaming banana leaf, is bigger 
than a Thomas Guide. 

Whither the Turkish restaurant? Flam¬ 
ing Chicken and Ribs is spectacular, with 
kabobs worthy of Little Arabia and even 
some off-menu whoppers—but the stall is 
almost always closed. Its loss: an army of 
Mexis await.

Kurt Schaeffer of Back Bay Bistro 


hen we interview chefs, it’s 
generally for one of two rea¬ 
sons. For those already famil¬ 
iar with the cuisine, it gives diners an 
opportunity to get to know the chef on a 
more personal level. And for those who 
haven’t been to the establishment, they 
get a closeup of the individual in the 
kitchen. Those who like what they read 
are motivated to check out a restaurant. 
Our first interview of 2013 focuses on a 
legendary locale; despite being tucked 
away in Newport Dunes, Kurt Schaeffer 
has one of the better dining landscapes 
to work with. 

Earliest food memory: 

When I was 6 years old, I made my par¬ 
ents chocolate-dipped strawberries for 
their anniversary. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Anything homemade and Italian. 

Your best recent food find: 

There is a dim sum place at the Spec¬ 
trum, Capital Seafood, that has a unique 
tempura Japanese eggplant stuffed with 
shrimp that tastes amazing. 

What’s the difference between the Satur¬ 
day and Sunday brunches? 

Sunday is our big brunch day; we serve 
great fare with an omelet station and 
shellfish station with crab legs. Saturday, 
we offer items such as a gourmet cheese- 
and-meat platter. 

Culinarily speaking ; Orange County has 
the best: 

An extremely wide variety of restau¬ 
rants to choose from, including mom- 
and-pop, chains, ethnic foods and more. 
Whatever you are in the mood for, you 
can find. 

What fast food do you admit to eating? 

I have eaten exactly five times at fast-food 
restaurants in my entire life. I have been 
to McDonald’s twice, Burger King, Carl’s 
Jr. and Panda Express. 

What is your beverage of choice , and where 
do you get it? 

French Market lemonade from 
Trader Joe’s. 

What did Back Bay Bistro do for New 
Year’s Eve? 

We hosted a “Black, Gold and Bold,” 
Cirque du Soleil-style extravaganza 
under a massive, 14,000-square-foot tent! 
Guests came in casual and dressy attire. 
There was dancing to Desi D J Produc¬ 
tions; go-go dancers; seafood, charcuterie 
and dessert stations; party favors; and a 
countdown to midnight. We had confetti 
cannons firing throughout the tent during 
our champagne toast. 

Does having a fantastic view of the water 
subtract—less turnover—or add to revenue , 
with ordering more food and beverages? 

I think it adds to the revenue. In my 
experience, diners tend to stay longer, 
and I notice more appetizers and bever¬ 
ages ordered.

Carbs! Particularly rice. I eat it at least 
four times a week.

I had a south¬ 
western-inspired, pork-belly dish that 
was phenomenal. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Be prepared before you start cooking. 
Have all of the ingredients, tools, and pots 
and pans out and ready to go. 

What is the difference between what you 
do and what chef Daniel Jimenez does? 
Daniel is focused on large-volume cater¬ 
ing productions. He will create menus 
for hundreds of people, whereas I tend to 
focus on individual menu items, creating 
specials and making sure diners have a 
great experience. 

What do you think of people who take pho¬ 
tographs of their food? 

Initially, I thought it was strange, but I 
like it. I think it’s flattering. If they take 
the effort to take the picture, it’s a mark 
that I made a great dish. 

Favorite chef: 

Hubert Keller personifies what I think is 
a great chef: He is calm, knowledgeable, 
looks at his staff as a team, never raises 
his voice, and is extremely creative with 
what most people perceive as ordinary 
food. What he can do with a hamburger 
is genius. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Curry cheesecake and tofu chili. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
There’s a pizza place in New York called 
Patsy’s. And Yamashiro in Los Angeles. 
You’re making breakfast. What are 
you having? 

I’m not really a breakfast guy. Probably 
some fruit, a glass of orange juice 
and toast.

Sullungtang at Jang Mo Gip 


B uena Park doesn’t get much foodie 
love, even though it’s at the intersec¬ 
tion of our burgeoning South Asian 
and Korean populations. The Indian and 
Pakistani restaurants, including our Best 
Indian Restaurant from 2011 (Namastey 
India), are migrating east from Artesia; the 
Koreans are bent on making Beach Bou¬ 
levard an enormous buffet from Garden 
Grove to La Mirada. It’s not all barbecue, 
though; Koreans are fond of a night out on 
the town, and when they have to deal with 
the suk-chwi (you know, la cruda ) the fol¬ 
lowing morning, they turn to soup. 

Jang Mo Gip (not to be confused with 
the legendary Garden Grove restaurant 
of the same name), in the city’s ever- 
expanding Korean restaurant row, serves 
the classic, offal-filled haejangguk. But 
just as efficient at loosening the vise on the 
over-imbiber’s head is sullungtang, or seol- 
leongtang. It’s beef bone soup, with japchae 
(glass noodles, though you can ask for rice 
noodles, which are easier to bite off) and 
little slices of beef, and that’s it. There are 
no vegetables floating in it; it’s not broth 
poured around a salad like minestrone. 

The other thing is that it comes completely 
unseasoned; you add salt and chopped scal¬ 
lions from huge tubs on the table. Add, stir,

taste; add, stir, taste. Then you can dump in 
rice and kimchi if you like.

It's twilight on a Sunday, and we're thirsty. 
Locating a weekend happy hour is as 
easy as finding cell service in Crystal Cove 
Promenade—that is, until we shuffle into 
Tamarind of London.

Just Some Crap, Ma’am 

Gangster Squad retells the stories of better movies

riginally slated to open last 
September, Gangster Squad was 
delayed when the movie-theater 
shooting in Aurora, Colorado, suddenly 
made a scene of gunfire in Grauman’s 
Chinese Theatre “inappropriate.” Four 
months later, a turn in the film’s plot 
sparked by the gunning down of an ado¬ 
lescent risks recalling Newtown, but the 
proximity of horrible headlines scarcely 
matters—released on any day of any cal¬ 
endar year, Gangster Squad would be a 
crime against cinematic sensibility 

As the film opens, boss Mickey Cohen 
(Sean Penn), well on his way to estab¬ 
lishing an empire of vice, is the snake in 
the West Coast Eden of prosperous Los 
Angeles circa 1949. Setting the scene in 
voice-over is Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment Sergeant John O’Mara (Josh Bro- 
lin), an ex-commando-turned-supercop, 
introduced in merciless but futile action 
against Cohen’s agents—O’Mara’s efforts 
are stymied by crook-coddling legal 
malarkey such as arrest warrants. Natu¬ 
rally, then, he’s eager to ditch the badge 
and step outside the law when Chief 
Parker (Nick Nolte) offers him the chance 
to put together an unofficial unit to bust 
up Cohen’s rackets. 

The team includes Robert Patrick as a 
six-shooter-packing Old West holdover 
and Anthony Mackie and Michael Pena 
as tokenized black and Hispanic ambas¬ 
sadors. The only one given a story line to 
himself is Ryan Gosling’s Sergeant Jerry 


Wooters, who has been keeping his sense 
of duty catatonic with drink and women— 
his shiftless character is established in 
watching him work the floor at nightclub 
Slapsy Maxie’s in one of the tracking shots 
that are director Ruben Fleischer’s equiva¬ 
lent of a child’s “Look at me!” headstands. 

Wooters takes up with Cohen’s arm 
candy, who’s granted no additional depth 

With little pause, Gangster 
Squad caroms from crime 
to retaliation, from tommy- 
gun assassination to heroin- 
shipment rundown, from a 
power drill through the head to 
a pistol whipping. 


by Emma Stone; this gives Gosling occa¬ 
sion to ply his shy-heartthrob trade, the 
swollen-cheeked, sheepish little boy 
champing to show off his cantaloupe 
biceps. It would be the film’s silliest per¬ 
formance were it not for Penn donning a 
pound of putty to play Cohen. The makeup 
department’s approximation of an ex¬ 
boxer’s smushed mug makes him resemble 
a Dick Tracy villain, and Penn’s hammy 
Cohen quotes Bela Lugosi’s Dracula when 
he first appears, preparing to draw and 
halve a rival behind the Hollywood sign. 

Shot by Dion Beebe and digitally 
touched up with the lurid palette of a pulp 


cover, Gangster Squad on occasion sug¬ 
gests the better movie it might have been. 
This is especially true when it toys with 
the hyper-reality of show-biz law enforce¬ 
ment, in which cops pose as cowboys and 
thugs make believe they’re Famous Mon¬ 
sters of Filmland. It also gives lip service 
to more rote themes: “Can you remind me 
of the difference between us and them?” 
the vigilante squad’s techie, played by 
Giovanni Ribisi, pauses to ask Brolin, 
who’s later called to muse that, given his 
strong-arm tactics, he “might as well be 
Mickey Cohen.” This is meant to pass for 
moral-gray-area thematic complexity, 
though in practice, it only helps Gangster 
Squad be simultaneously tawdry and 
blandly apologetic about it. 

All of the usual cop-opera conceits— 
“duty,” “badge of honor,” “fraternity”—will 
be trotted out, but it’s only the pummel- 
ing violence that stirs Fleischer’s interest. 
With little pause, Gangster Squad caroms 
from crime to retaliation, from tommy-gun 
assassination to heroin-shipment run¬ 
down, from a power drill through the head 
to a pistol whipping, each fresh bloodlet¬ 
ting hyped by Steve Jablonsky’s score or 
peppy, period tunes counterpoised for 
ironic effect. In reducing the great themes 
of the Warner Bros, crime-film legacy to so 
many bases to be rounded, Gangster Squad 
desecrates the symbols of the movies it 
alleges to honor, in the process making a 
once-great language banal. 

Other words long ago stripped by 


the movies of whatever meaning they 
had—“Inspired by a True Story”—open 
Gangster Squad. Los Angeles Times writer 
Paul Lieberman’s book of the same name, 
which recounts the extralegal historical 
exploits of actual sergeants O’Mara and 
Wooters beside a breezy history of LA 
law and order, is the basis for Will Beall’s 
screenplay. Contributing a few savory bits 
of hard-boiled gristle (“This cop came 
outta nowhere, like an early frost”), Beall 
also brings with him the irresistible back- 
story of having been a former homicide 
detective in the LAPD and the attendant 
claim to insider realism. 

It’s obvious, however, that Beall is 
mostly drawing on his experience with 
other movies, particularly the previous 
generation of revisionist period crime 
dramas, such as Brian De Palma’s 1987 
The Untouchables, which Gangster Squad’s 
plot hews close to, and Curtis Hanson’s 
1997 LA. Confidential. Unlike Hanson’s 
film, which had a shoe-leather realism, 
Gangster Squad looks as if all its details— 
each shiny Packard and bottle of Orange 
Nehi—have been scrupulously “placed,” 
still warm from the art department, while 
panoramic shots recall no terrestrial city 
so much as the virtual environments of 
Rockstar Games’ LA Noire. 

Nolte’s Chief Parker insists there’s a 
“war for the soul” of this Los Angeles, but 
it’s just a neon haze of pixels—while the 
lazy, trashy Gangster Squad is damning 
physical evidence that the war for the 
soul of Hollywood is in a bad way.

TEXAS CHAINSAW Three sequels, a remake, a 
prequel to the remake, and now another sequel. 
What is it with chain saw massacres of the Texas 
variety? This latest mostly ignores the three 
intervening films (not a bad thing) and serves 
as more or less a direct follow-up to the 1974 
original, the ending reimagined as a bloodbath 
in which only an infant girl escapes. Heather 
(Alexandra Daddario), that now-adult survivor, 
learns of her murderous ancestors, the Sawyer 
family, when a long-lost grandmother dies and 
leaves her the old homestead as an inheritance 
(don't get too hung up on dates, as this Heather 
of the Perpetually Bared Abdomen is clearly not 
pushing 40). Unfortunately, this bequest includes a 
certain skin-wearing, chain saw sporting maniac 
known as Leatherface. Credit writers Adam 
Marcus and Kirsten Elms with taking the story in 
a mildly surprising direction (the Sawyers aren't 
so much homicidal cannibals as they are the 
victims of rural small-mindedness). But discredit 
director John Luessenhop for giving us 3-D visu¬ 
als reminiscent of Jaws 3-D: That slab of meat's 
coming right for us! Try as he might to honor the 
original—flashbulb transitions, a skeevy (yet buff) 
hitchhiker, metal doors, and meat hooks—there's 
little of its mounting dread. Instead, we get disem- 
bowelments and much action for the slaughter¬ 
house. One surprise: an ending that leaves us with 
something rare for sequels: a sense of finality. (R)

BARBARA Set in East Germany in 1980, Christian 
Petzold's superb Barbara is a transfixing Cold 
War thriller made even more vivid by its subtle 
overlay of the golden-era "woman's picture," 
the woman in question being Dr. Barbara Wolff, 
brilliantly played by Nina Hoss in her fifth film 
with the writer/director. Yet Petzold intricately 
retools genre rather than slavishly adheres to it, 
using familiar templates to offer fresh perspec¬ 
tives on historical rifts and wounds. We first see 
Barbara—lean, rigid, remote—stepping off a bus 
a mere minute before beginning her new job at 
a pediatric hospital in a province in the German 
Democratic Republic. Previously employed at a 
prestigious clinic in Berlin, she has been reas¬ 
signed to the boonies as punishment for applying 
for an exit visa. "She won't even be one second 
early," Stasi agent Klaus (Rainer Bock) says to 
Andre (Ronald Zehrfeld), the hospital's burly head 
physician, as both men stare at the blond M.D. 
from a window two stories above. Klaus and his 
state-security goons appear at Barbara's doorstep 
or linger in parked cars outside her apartment 
building intermittently, just long enough so that 
their reign of terror sticks in the mind without 
overwhelming the movie. Tense and impeccably 
plotted, Barbara is punctuated by indelible details 
and builds to an act of enormous sacrifice that 
links our heroine to the great maternal altruists of 
'30s and '40s cinema whose names also served 
as film titles (Stella Dallas, Mildred Pierce). But 
unlike those martyrs, Barbara's action is impelled 
not by masochism or self-abnegation but by 
a sense of duty both to herself and her voca¬ 
tion. (Not Rated) Melissa Anderson. Edwards 
Westpark 8, Irvine. 

DJANGO UNCHAINED After the ebullient Holocaust 
fantasia Inglourious Basterds, Quentin Tarantino 
takes his whole blood-spattered historical tent 
show on the road, this time putting down stakes in 
antebellum Dixieland. Jamie Foxx stars as the cap¬ 
tured runaway slave of the title, given his freedom 
by an unlikely savior: a German-American bounty 
hunter (Basterds Oscar-winner Christoph Waltz) 
who trains Django to become his partner. Together, 
they make their way toward a sprawling Mississippi 
plantation known as Candyland, where Django's 
estranged bride, Broomhilda (Kerry Washington), 
lies in wait, under the thumb of a foppish master 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) and his septuagenarian 
house slave (the astonishing Samuel L. Jackson). 
Wagnerian hellfire ensues, though Tarantino's true 
reference point is a century of Hollywood cinema's 
failure to engage with the ugly realities of the 
"peculiar institution," from Gone With the Wind to 
Spielberg's Lincoln. Some high-minded critics and 
cultural arbiters still can't bring themselves to take 


Tarantino seriously as an intellectual, but like all 
of the best pop art, Django Unchained is both seri¬ 
ously entertaining and seriously thoughtful, rattling 
the cage of race in America on-screen and off. (R) 
Scott Found as. Countywide. 

THE GUILTTRIP In Anne Fletcher's buddy comedy 
The Guilt Trip, Seth Rogen is Andy Brewster, an 
organic chemist frustrated in his entrepreneurial 
efforts at selling the natural cleaning product he 
has invented. About to embark on a multi-city 
sales jaunt, he invites his mom (Barbra Streisand) 
along, ostensibly to spend time with her, but with 
the hidden agenda of hooking her up with an old 
boyfriend at journey's end. Pairing Rogen and 
Streisand turns out to be inspired. The wisp of a 
plot serves as a platform for some strong comic 
dynamics, the only semi-important thing the film 
has to offer. For an internationally famous doyenne 
who lives at a magnificent and heightened level of 
existence involving ambient harp glissandos and 
lilac fragrance, Streisand offers a spot-on portrayal 
of a retired, middle-class Gap aficionado. Andy's 
multiple agendas and internal resistance to the fact 
that he kind of wants his mom's help challenges his 
affable shlubbiness. Their exchanges have the ruc- 
tious affection of long acquaintance, and the tight 
focus on the characters yields a narrative gentle¬ 
ness that's only surprising in a landscape of gross- 
out comedies, some of which Rogen has written 
himself. The Guilt Trip tees up scenes involving an 
eating contest, a strip club, and a casino, which 
in an overdetermined, situational film would have 
resulted in projectile vomiting, an embarrassing 
lap dance, and hitting the big jackpot. At each turn, 
Dan Fogelman's script instead veers back to the 
filial relationship and the complications therein.

THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED JOURNEY 
Welcome back to Middle Earth. A decade after 
bidding farewell to his Oscar-winning Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, Peter Jackson has returned to J.R.R. 
Tolkien to make three more films based on The 
Hobbit, the slender 1937 volume in which the author 
first deployed his Middle Earth mythology. And this 
first installment feels like much ado about not very 
much, dragging its hairy feet for nearly an hour 
before it even sets out on the "unexpected journey" 
of the movie's subtitle, in which the dandyish hobbit 
Bilbo Baggins (Martin Freeman) joins forces with 
a band of warrior dwarfs to help recapture their 
ancestral homeland from the claws of a fire-breath¬ 
ing dragon. It goes without saying that all of this is 
executed at an exceptional level of craft, but unless 
you want to see something that looks like Days 
of Our Hobbit Lives, stay far away from Jackson's 
much-ballyhooed "High Frame Rate" version of the 
film playing in selected cinemas. Some welcome 
cameos from the LOTR cast keep things fitfully 
engaging, but mostly the movie feels like self- 
conscious monument art—and it's all too unclear 
whether that monument is to Tolkien or to Jackson 
himself. (PG-13) Scott Foundas. Countywide. 

JACK REACHER In his 2005 novel One Shot, Lee 
Child lays out nine rules for surviving a five- 
against-one alley fight. Rule nine: "Don't run 
head-on into Jack Reacher. It's like running into 
an oak tree." As fans of Child's 17 Reacher novels 
know, the drifter hero is 6-foot-5, which means 
that to bring this oak of a man to life onscreen, 
the comparatively diminutive Tom Cruise (5-foot- 
7) would have to overcompensate with some 
serious tough-guy glowering. That was the 
expectation, anyway. Instead, when surrounded 
on a dark Pittsburgh street by five fools paid a 
hundred bucks each to beat him bloody, Cruise's 
Reacher gives a "you-asked-for-it" shrug, then 
puts the five down. Convincingly. Written and 
directed by Christopher McQuarrie (co-writer 
of The Usual Suspects), the movie concerns 
Reacher's attempts to clear the name of an army 
sniper arrested for a shooting spree. The opening 
calls to mind the cold, heartless grace of a Brian 
De Palma set piece, but McQuarrie maintains a 
jokey tone throughout the rest of the film, as if to 
let us know that nobody's taking this lone hero 
stuff too seriously. And master cinematographer 
Caleb Deschanel ( The Black Stallion ) must have 
taken great joy in bouncing light off Rosamund 
Pike's resplendent blond hair. Should a beat-'em- 
up action flick be this beautiful? (PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

LES MISERABLES You can hear the people 
sing—really hear them—in the long-gestating 
screen version of that Broadway juggernaut 
Les Miserables, for which the musical num¬ 


bers were recorded live on the set rather than 
lip-synched to studio recordings. That's one 
of several ways in which director Tom Hooper 
(The King's Speech ) tries but fails to inject 
real-world grit and verisimilitude into producer 
Cameron Mackintosh's musical-theater block¬ 
buster, a simpering reduction of Victor Hugo's 
panoramic 19th-century novel into a succession 
of noble peasant heroes (Hugh Jackman as the 
persecuted Jean Valjean), cardboard villains 
(Russell Crowe as police inspector Javert), 
and star-crossed lovers belting out sound-alike 
anthems about the resilience of the human 
spirit. On stage, where Les Mis has been run¬ 
ning continuously in one form or another for 
the past 25 years, this all had a certain kitsch 
appeal. On screen, it's a real slog, less a movie 
than an exercise in careful brand management. 
As the fired factory-worker-turned-prostitute 
Fantine, Anne Hathaway stops the show with her 
borderline-hysterical rendition of "I Dreamed a 
Dream," all bulging eyes and hyperventilation. 

But is this great acting, or merely the precur¬ 
sor to spontaneous combustion? (PG-13) Scott 
Foundas. Countywide. 

LIFE OF PI A stacked-deck theological inquiry filtered 
through a spectacular Titanic-by-way-ofSIumdog 
Millionaire narrative, Life of Pi manages occasional 
spiritual wonder through its 3-D visuals but other¬ 
wise sinks like a stone. It's no shock that Ang Lee 
brings to his high seas adventure graceful and 
refined aesthetics devoid of any unique signature 
or pressing emotion, as the director has proved 
himself a skillful craftsman without an imprimatur 
to call his own. Here, that anonymity results in 
slavish, proficient devotion to his source material, 
Yann Martel's 2001 novel. The story concerns the 
upbringing of Pi (newcomer Suraj Sharma) in India, 
his unbelievable experiences surviving a shipwreck 
aboard a life raft also occupied by a Bengal tiger, 
and his post-rescue efforts to convince Japanese 
officials that his tale is true—a three-part struc¬ 
ture thatOs framed by the adult Pi (Irrfan Khan), 
recounting his tale to a nameless Writer (Rafe 
Spall). A struggling Caucasian American novelist 
who has been told that Pi's saga will convince him 
of God's existence, the Writer—who looks like 
he just came from a Banana Republic modeling 
shoot—is a colonialist appropriator of Pi's story, 
which he plans to turn into his own novel. Lee 
ignores such thorny sociopolitical dynamics, opting 
instead to couch this framework as further proof 
of the divine magic of storytelling. Lee stages the 
freighter's demise with a thrilling immediacy, tak¬ 
ing full advantage of 3-D, and culminates with a 
shot of an underwater Pi gazing at the vessel as 
it descends to the bottom, its lights twinkling like 
flickering eyes. Still, the story's relentless articula¬ 
tion of its thematic aims proves a buzz kill, and the 
film spoon-feeds rather than enlightens. (PG-13) 
Nick Schager. Countywide. 

PARENTAL GUIDANCE In much the same way 
that pig-romancing hill folk felt slandered by 
William Denison "Bill" McKinney's performance 
in Deliverance, the elderly have cause to feel 
scandalized by their portrayal in Andy Fickman's 
Parental Guidance. The Billy Crystal/Bette Midler 
vehicle is an extended "in my day" joke intended 
to convey the superiority of old people over a lot 
of supposedly contemporary behavior that doesn't 
actually exist in real life. The film is unpopulated 
by anything resembling an actual human being, 
and the non-Lipitor-ingesting characters are 2-D 
cutouts for Billy Crystal to smack around with his 
smirky jowls. Artie Decker (Crystal), a cornball 
announcer for the Fresno Grizzlies, is fired from his 
job by an executive who sprays a withering fusil¬ 
lade of Internet buzzwords, advancing the film's 
contention that non-elderly people are ridiculous 
aliens, while providing one of many opportunities 
for Billy Crystal's jowls to portray "befuddled." Out 
of touch with tweets or whatever, Artie, along with 
his wife, Diane (Midler), launches his new season 
of unemployment by babysitting his daughter's 
fucked-up children in a digitally automated house 
"invented" by his son-in-law. Among all the car¬ 
pooling and violin lessons and whatnot, Midler, 
Crystal, and Crystal's befuddled jowls evince smug¬ 
ness toward caricatures of overprotective parents, 
educators spewing befuddling jargon, befuddling 
technology, and a befuddling kid's baseball league 
with a befuddling lack of strikes, penalties, or 
points. The film might be remembered for its dis¬ 
covery of the hateful state of "smug-fuddlement," a 
combination of "befuddlement" and "smug." (PG) 
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Chris Packham. Countywide. 

SILVER LININGS PLAYBOOK Director David 
0. Russell is still doing penance for / Heart 
Huckabees, a wonderfully nutty 2004 passion proj¬ 
ect exploring the desperate search for meaning 
within corporate America. Silver Linings Playbook 
feels more personal than The Fighter, his last 
feature, but it also feels like the movie version of 
a brilliant but unbalanced mind on too many edge- 
sanding meds. Released from the psych hospital 
where he was sent after a marriage-ending manic 
fit, Pat Solitano (Cooper) moves back into his 
childhood home. Cooper spits out such lines in an 
unmodulated, rapid-fire assault, his eyes wide and 
shining. Russell trusts us to draw on, like, every 
movie we've ever seen to recognize this is what the 
fearlessness of the mad looks and sounds like; the 
twist is that Pat's parents—superstitious amateur 
bookie Pat Senior (Robert De Niro) and the sweetly 
overbearing Dolores (Jacki Weaver)—speak the 
same way. The scenes in the Solitano home are 
a cacophony of mile-a-minute monotone. They're 
the best, most alive parts of the movie. Like many 
assholes, Pat brands himself a "truth teller"; he 
is, of course, the only person who can't see the 
truth about himself, which is that he's incapable of 
empathy. It comes as no surprise that the vehicle 
for this transformation is a slow-building romance 
with a bruised young widow played with feisty 
authenticity by Jennifer Lawrence. Manic as it 
might be stylistically, Silver Linings Playbook main¬ 
tains too even of an emotional keel. It's a film about 
the alienated that makes sure to alienate no one, 
a movie depicting wild mood extremes that never 
rises or falls above a dull hum of diversion. Russell 
has made a great movie about American malaise; 
this isn't it. (R) Karina Longworth. Countywide. 

THIS IS 40 It's easy to carp that This Is 40 is too 
long, too aimless, too alert to small resentments, 
and too stingy with the comic set pieces and gel- 
capped life lessons of Apatow's Knocked Up and 
The 40-Year-Old Virgin. But those resentments are 
sharply observed, and the many scenes of Leslie 
Mann and Paul Rudd as married folks pickling in 
each other's presence are more familiar from life 
than from movies, and almost always droll if not 
laugh-out-loud funny. A scene of husband Pete 
(Rudd) upsetting wife Debbie (Mann) with his bed 
farts is tinged with tragic truth—what is marriage 
but the process of acclimating to each other's gas¬ 
ses? More painful still is the moment when Debbie, 
seeking sex, bares the breasts she has been wor¬ 
rying over as her 40th birthday approaches—only 
to be rebuffed as Pete monkeys with his iPad. 
Sometimes, Apatow's gifts for comedy and pain 
come together beautifully. Debbie and Pete laugh in 
bed about how much they hate each other, some¬ 
times, and then how exactly they would murder 
each other. Her answer—a slow poisoning—gets 
more involved as she describes it, and Mann 
makes the most of her showcase. Debbie is the first 
female character in an Apatowfilm as engaging 
and fucked up as the boys. Much like marriage, 

This Is 40 is somewhat formless and sometimes 
frustrating, but life is improved by having the option. 
(R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

ZERO DARKTHIRTY Director Kathryn Bigelow and 
screenwriter Mark Boal's unofficial sequel to their 
Oscar-winning The Hurt Locker dramatizes the 
decade-long CIA manhunt for Osama bin Laden, 
and from the major details to the smallest ones, the 
reporting is so good you scarcely question a beat. 
Jessica Chastain gives a sensational performances 
as Maya, a young CIA officer newly arrived in 
Pakistan, where her responsibilities include inter¬ 
rogating detained Al Qaeda suspects at secret 
agency prisons throughout Asia and the Middle 
East. Be forewarned: "Enhanced" measures such 
as waterboarding and starvation are depicted, 
and without any of the moral outrage some might 
expect from a Hollywood treatment of this subject. 
Rather, as they did in The Hurt Locker, Bigelow and 
Boal come not to judge but to show, leaving the 
rest up to us. This is superb journalism and even 
better filmmaking, culminating in an electrifying re¬ 
enactment of the May 1, 2011, raid on bin Laden's 
Pakistan hideout. But what impresses most about 
Zero Dark Thirty is the long time it spends in the 
middle distance, immersing us in the workaday 
lives of agents and analysts who sacrifice much in 
the name of something bigger than themselves and 
struggle against the same petty bureaucrats one 
encounters in any company—whether the boss is 
Uncle Sam or merely some guy named Sam. (R)

The Discovery Science Center’s Indiana Jones-themed exhibit is fun for all—but it 

helps if you know the films

M y niece and nephew are 11 and 14, 
respectively. Nicole wants to be 
a math teacher, and Nick would 
like to teach science. They’re smart kids 
with a curiosity about the world, so I’m 
bringing them to the American premiere 
of “Indiana Jones and the Adventure of 
Archaeology” at the Discovery Science 
Center to give me a kid’s-eye view of the 
exhibition’s neat blend of pop culture 
and science. Both kids have seen parts of 
Raiders of the Lost Ark on television, but 
neither has solid memories of the film. 
Prior to this conversation, I had assumed 
Jones’ adventures were as ubiquitous as 
Star Wars, but that was until I realized 
the first film came out way before these 
guys were even born, with the last film 
arriving in 2008, when Nick was 10 and 
Nicole was 7. Without the benefit of more 
sequels, robots, light sabers and cartoon 
series, the films just aren’t on their radar. 

It takes the kids seconds to figure 
out how to use the PSP-sized, leather- 
wrapped multimedia guides we’re 
handed. Putting on the headphones, the 
gravelly voice of Harrison Ford cordially 
welcomes us as we take a gander at the 
archetypal (to my generation, at least) 
baggy slacks, leather jacket, whip and 
dusty fedora. While that costume brings 
to me a flood of memories, the kids dis¬ 
cover their favorite part of the tour: an 
interactive video game in which you 
pass the guide over small pillars placed 
throughout the show. Every time you do, 
you’re given puzzles to play to secure a 
missing piece of an ancient relic. Despite 
my years of video-game play, they were 
much better at it than I was, as I often 
punched through the instructions too 
quickly, leaving myself stranded as to 


what exactly I was supposed to discover. 
Noticing I was— ahem— slower in locating 
the pieces, the kids offered to help or just 
pointedly eyed me, asking, “Do you want 
us to just tell you where the clue is?” 

Inside the main hall, short featurettes 
play when you type into the guides num¬ 
bers next to each exhibit, providing bite- 
sized DVD extras on special effects and 
behind-the-scenes documentation about 
several of the action sequences. While 
I knew most of the DVD filler anecdot¬ 
ally, it was the pulpy factual information 
behind the fiction—from cremation in 
China to biblical mythology and Nazi 
history to the occult quackery of crystal 
skulls and the conspiratorial Knights 
Templars—that caught my attention. 

The part of the exhibition devoted 
to real archeologists is informative but 
aimed more at adults. I saw very few pay¬ 
ing much attention to the typed notes, 
papyrus and funerary stelas on display, 
and Nick and Nicole were no exception. 
They stopped and glanced at a couple 
of small artifacts, partly out of curiosity, 
but pottery is not the most command¬ 
ing of art forms, ancient or not. The kids 
decided to play the archeological game 
a second time as I walked through and 
really only came back to the room to find 
clues, the occasional new detail catching 
their eyes and making them linger. 

Over bagels the next morning, both 
kids liked the exhibit enough to rate it a 
9 out of 10. Did they like it enough to see 
the movies they missed? No. 

Both also said if I hadn’t told them 
the movies were about an archeologist, 
they’re not so sure they would have seen 
how the two seemingly disparate sections 
fit together. 


Nick: “Although we figured it out by 
the end.” 

Nicole: “It made me want to learn more 
about archeology, but it didn’t make me 
want to be an archeologist.” 

Would they recommend it for other kids? 
Nick: “Depends on what kind of kid they 
are. If they’re into science or adventure, 

I think they’d like it. If they’re into video 
games ... not so much.” 

George Lucas is a champion of mon¬ 
etizing his franchises, and it’s tempting 
to dismiss this exhibit as just another

But to answer your question: The right 
thing to do is whatever makes YOU stron¬ 
ger as a singer, writer, woman, person.

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Why Are There So Few 
African-Americans 
in Metal? 

Hirax front man Katon W. De Pena discusses why rock’s 
darkest genre is still so goddamn white

L ong Beach-based metal band Hirax 
blend the galloping beats of the new 
wave of British heavy metal with 
the intensity of thrash, and Katon W. De 
Pena’s operatic and aggressive vocals 
lead the way Since 1984, 49-year-old De 
Pena has fronted the legendary thrashers, 
and as the group’s only original mem¬ 
ber, he has shared the stage with such 
metal demigods as Metallica, Exodus and 
Slayer. Those are pretty much the only 
headbanger credentials he’ll ever need for 
the metal world. 

He’s also part of an elite club. A black 
singer for a metal band, he’s not entirely 
alone in the club. Jimi Hendrix and 
Phil Lynott of Thin Lizzy blazed trails, 
and today, we have Byron David of God 
Forbid and Howard Jones, formerly of 
Killswitch Engage. In the hardcore punk 
scene, Washington, D.C.’s all-black outfit 
Bad Brains made it a point to straddle the 
line between hardcore aggression and 
blistering metal chops that still remain 
unparalleled to this day. And, of course, 
the late ’80s gave us Living Colour and 
Fishbone. Though Latinos are common 
in metal, African-Americans are not. 
Despite the foundation of metal stem¬ 
ming from rock & roll—an art form per¬ 
fected almost 60 years ago by such Afri¬ 
can-Americans as Chuck Berry and Little 
Richard—black acceptance in metal cul¬ 
ture, or rock in general, is nowhere near 
as prominent as in hip-hop. Why is that? 

“These are questions that need to 
be asked,” De Pena says, adding that 
although he’s never felt excluded, he’s felt 
“misunderstood by other black folks. You 
get looked at differently if you’re black 
and into metal. I still get that today.” 

He believes many listen at home but 
are wary of stepping into the scene either 


because of misconceptions about metal 
fans or peer pressure—hip-hop continues 
to reign supreme, after all. “There are 
tons of black kids who love metal, but 
they think there won’t be any other black 
kids there and they won’t be accepted.” 

However, he believes those anxieties are 
misplaced. “I think if black people went 
to shows, they’d be stoked,” De Pena says. 
“It’s not like what people hear about on 
talk shows.” He says metalheads are an 
open-minded, accepting bunch. “People 
come from all religious backgrounds, skin 
tones and hair lengths. I was more accepted 
because we’re all outcasts and misfits.” 

For what it’s worth, De Pena says, he 
was taken aback by the metal scene while 
cutting his teeth. “I saw Motorhead on 
their first U.S. tour, and it blew my fuck¬ 
ing head off,” he says, “but it was kind of 
unnerving. When you see something that 
intense for the first time, it’s a weird feel¬ 
ing.” Nonetheless, he was quickly drawn 
to both the music and subculture of 
metal. Apparently, the metal scenes inter¬ 
nationally tend to be more diverse. “The 
bulk of our shows are overseas,” he says. 
“In South America, you notice a lot more 
black people. Even I was surprised.” 

And things have changed since the days 
when Hirax were formed, albeit slowly. 

“It used to be me and two other black 
guys. Now it’s a couple of dozen,” he says. 
“I’m very proud to lay groundwork for 
guys who will follow me in the future.” 

But it’s not clear whether he’s talking 
about race anymore; De Pena is, over and 
above other identities, a metalhead. “The 
thing that attracted me to metal is that I 
felt more at home there than anywhere 
else,” he says. “[It’s] important for people 
to know they’ll be welcomed in.”

L ong Beach is a city for musicians who like 
to spread themselves around. It's nothing 
new to hear about a guitarist or drummer 
who happens to play in four or five bands at 
a time. Sure, we wouldn't call that behavior 
exclusive to that city. But we'll be damned 
if musicians in any other city do it as effort¬ 
lessly or as often. For the perfect example, 
look no further than the Slow Learner Collec¬ 
tive. Sharp-dressed, rail-thin Renaissance 
man Brandon Eugene Owens (Eugene for 
short, formerly of Eugene and the 1914) fronts 
a rotating lineup of players from all over the 
spectrum—respected practitioners of jazz, 
rock, folk, blues, pretty much anyone who 
kicks ass at their instrument. 

Though he's had his experiences as a 
member of a traditional band, this project 
is definitely reminiscent of Owens' teens 
and early 20s as a session bass player with 
jazz musicians and touring demigods such 
as Lauryn Hill and Stevie Wonder. In those 
days, he hardly ever played with the same 
musicians for a long period of time. Now, 
the collective's members hang out together 
more than they practice together, and they 
all seem to have a wealth of music gigs that 
sound nothing like what they're doing with 
Slow Learner, which is undoubtedly a good 
thing. We spoke with Owens to find out what 
the group are all about. 

OC Weekly; Slow Learner is your project, 
but it's basically a rotating collective of 
musicians. How did that dynamic start? 
Eugene Owens: Basically, I had the band 
Eugene and the 1914, and when that kind of 
dissolved and we stopped playing together, 


everyone kind of went their separate ways. 
Then I took a couple of months off, but I 
decided I still wanted to do music and still 
keep some of that Eugene and the 1914 stuff 
and also draw upon some things I'd done 
earlier as a musician. I also do some styles 
I'd like to do more of in the future. So it could 
be Slow Learner Collective featuring differ¬ 
ent artists. It's a little bit more spontaneous 
with a couple of different styles of music, but 
you always know it's gonna be good. 

You started by playing a residency at the 
Wine Bar in Long Beach. Mow'd the first 
shows pan out? 

I was playing electric bass atthattime, and 
Alfred Hernandez was playing the drums. 

We just showed up, played, drank for free 
and got paid—it was great. Then it kind of 
developed into more of a thing where I'd say, 
"Okay, let's do some Eugene and the 1914 
songs. Who is available that night?" Or there 
were nights when I'd wantto play the upright 
bass and do some jazz stuff. Or Alfred would 
say he wanted to do some Brazilian music 
the next month. It's a collective in a sense 
that after living here in California, there's a 
group of musicians here that we know, and 
hopefully, it'll expand to outside California, to 
wherever we go. We all tour, and we're all 
constantly touring and meeting people. It's 
not like they have to get a tattoo that says, 
"Slow Learner." 

How is the relationship between members 
of the collective different from your experi¬ 
ence with previous bands? 

When I did [Eugene and the 1914], I was kind 
of like a Hitler. I recorded this album in New 
York, and I was like, "Everybody, learn your 
parts. These are the shows we're doing." I 
like not having to have that rule over people, 
where we gotta go on tour. It's more like, 
"Hey, man, wanna play today?" It's not a jam 
session; everybody knows we have this pool 
of songs, and we have this pool of styles. And 
it all comes together. So the energy is what's 
there. Slow Learner is an energy. It's not 
slow, and it's not like we're learning slow; we 
all have that energy when we're together, no 
matter what we're playing.

savage loveii 


I'm a straight male, 21 years old. I love women. 

I've always loved women, and I've always loved 
having sex with women. However, in the past year, 
here and there. I've jerked off to transsexual porn. 
One night, after drinking with a friend and smok¬ 
ing some hash, I arranged a date with a trans sex 
worker. She was totally womanly, nothing manly 
about her, except for, you know. She licked my 
butt, gave me head and fingered me. I've been 
on the receiving end of anal play before from 
girls, so nothing new. But somewhere during this 
encounter, I became the receiving partner during 
anal sex. At the time, I was too fucked-up to care. 
But the next day, I started to feel REALLY bad. She 
was very safe and used condoms for everything. 

I just can't get past the fact that I did the gayest 
thing a guy can do. I feel really depressed about 
this traumatic situation. I can't seem to enjoy my 
life anymore. I've even felt somewhat suicidal. (I 
would never kill myself—I wouldn't do that to my 
family and friends.) I still want to date women and 
have sex with women. I don't regret being with 
a trans woman because I wanted to experiment. 
I've been tested since the encounter to make sure 
I didn't catch anything. What I regret is her stick¬ 
ing her thing in my butt. Can a single act like this 
make me gay? Please help. 

Wrong Side Of Wild Side 

Give yourself a break. Yes, yes: You did the gay¬ 
est thing a guy can do—you allowed someone 
to put a dick in your manbutt—but now you’re 
doing the second-gayest thing a guy can do. 
You’re being a huge drama queen about the 
whole thing. Stop acting so cray, as the kids say, 
and repeat after me: One dick in the ass does 
not a gay man make. Look at it this way: The 
difference between having a woman’s finger in 
your ass and having a woman’s dick in your ass 
is a matter of degree. If the woman’s finger was 
fine—to say nothing of the woman’s tongue—why 
freak out about the woman’s dick? Remember: 
You don’t sleep with men; you’re not attracted 
to men. You made an exception for this wom¬ 
an’s dick because her dick is exceptional: It’s 
attached to a woman. 

So maybe you took a longer walk on the wild 
side than you might have if you’d gone on that 
walk sober, but thankfully, your sex worker was 
conscientious and responsible and used con¬ 
doms. So you didn’t emerge from this encounter 
with anything more devastating than a touch 
of gay panic. Be a man about this—be a straight 
man about this—and walk it off, as the football 
coaches say. 

Maybe this will help: Like a lot of gay men, I 
had sex with a woman before I came out. I did 
the straightest thing a guy can do—I put my dick 
in a vag— and it didn’t make me straight. You did 
the gayest thing a guy can do—you let someone 
put a dick in your ass—but that didn’t make you 
gay. Because you’re not gay, and one ride on a 
trans escort’s dick can’t change that. 

If nothing I’ve said has made you feel better, 
maybe this will: Gay men don’t hire trans women 
sex workers. Wanting to be with a woman who 
has a dick is an almost exclusively straight-male 
kink/obsession/wild side. Gay men are into dick, 
of course, but what we’re really into is dudes. 
There are gay men out there who date and fuck 
and shack up with trans men—men with puss¬ 
ies—so not all gay men are after dick. What we’re 
all after is dude. 

If our gayness can’t be defined solely by dick, 
then surely your straightness can’t be undone 
entirely by dick. 

I'm a married straight man. I recently spent a 
lovely day snorkeling with my wife in Mexico. We 
were grouped with three men who were obviously 
in a committed three-person relationship. I lacked 
the cojones to ask directly, but they had an exten¬ 
sive travel history together and lived together, as 


everything was "we" this or that and there were 
various PDA pairings during the day. They were 
lovely people. I wish we all lived in the same city, 
as it's hard to meet cool people who aren't exactly 
like you when you're married with kids. Several 
questions: (1) What do gay people call such a 
union? (2) Does the gay community think it's odd? 
Unremarkable? Sensible? (3) How does a union 
like that form? A couple adds a third? (4) Do these 
relationships last? Lots of pros and cons, just curi¬ 
ous how it plays out. 

Three-way Relationship Intrigues

1. Such unions are referred to as “throuples” 
by gays and straights.

2. Some gay people think throuples are odd, 
some think they’re unremarkable, and some 
think they’re sensible. And some gay people- 
some dumb ones—think gay throuples are bad 
PR at a time when gay couples are fighting for 
the right to marry. But our fight is for equal 
rights, not double standards, and no one argues 
that straight marriage should be banned because 
of all the straight throuples, quadles, quintles, 
sextetles, etc. out there. 

3. In my experience, yes, that’s usually how 
it happens. 

4. Throupledom presents unique challenges: 
Major life decisions require buy-in from three 
people; two can gang up against one during argu¬ 
ments; the partners who were coupled before the 
third came along may treat the third as a junior, 
not an equal partner, etc. But throupledom pres¬ 
ents unique benefits, too: another set of hands to 
help around the house, another income to pay 
down the mortgage, another smiling face to sit 
on, etc. And it’s not like coupledom is a surefire 
recipe for success.
